Open y ou r story with a dra­ 
matic bit of action, as in this 
fashion: 
“ Don’t come any nearer,” she 
shrieked, as she clu tched her 
tom 
pajam as 
across 
her 
breasts, “or I shall ju mp ou t 
the window!” 
This 
flashback permits the 


writer to snatch the po tential 
reader’s attentio n fro m o ther 
preo ccupatio ns. 
The telev isio n screen and mo ­ 
v ies ro utinely emplo y it. 
If a busy ho usewife is thus 
cro ssing the TV ro o m to ward 
the kitchen but sees that frig ht­ 
ened g irl o n the 1 5 th-flo o r ho tel 
windo w ledg e, v ainly try ing to 
co v er her breasts with her to m 
pajamas, do y o u readers think 
she can resist the dramatic sus­ 
pense? 
Then, hav ing caug ht the v iew­ 
er’s o r reader’s interest, the au­ 
tho r can leisurely take time to 
intro duce the characters and 
v erbally set the stag e fo r the 
entire sto ry . 
But witho ut this initial dra­ 
matic appeal to the readers, 
they wo uld no t be likely to pe­ 
ruse the o ther slo w-mo tio n is 


trodu ctory paragraphs. 
When I was earning my Ph.D. 
in psy chology , I also minored 
in English, and took almost all 
the cou rses offered both in the 
u ndergradu ate and gradu ate di­ 
v isions of Northwestern Univ er­ 
sity . 
Many of the famou s nov els 
assigned to u s stu dents wou ldn’t 
get into print today , becau se of 
their slow-motion opening para­ 
graphs. 
In fact, 
Arnold 
Bennett took 
fiv e pages ju st try ing to set the 
du ll stage for his “ Old Wiv es 
Tale.” 
Nowaday s, y ou mu st catch

pages!)

orize this flashback principle.

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Gallup’s Shaded Poll 


Dr. Gallup has done it again. His pub­ 
lic opinion polls are supposed to reflect 
the thinking of Americans. But shade the 
question right — or left — and the results 
always end up telling a different story. 
The latest Gallup Poll on Vietnam is a 
case in point. 
Let me quote the lead of his report 
to subscribing newspapers: 
“ The extent to which the public’s 
views on the Vietnam war have changed 
over the last two years is dramatically 
seen in the shift from the ‘hawk’ to the 
'dove* position since 19 67.” 
For, 
a d d s the eminent pollster, 
“ hawks outnumber doves in a December 
19 67 survey 52 per cent to 35 per cent, 
with 13 per cent uncommitted. In the 
latest Gallup survey, conducted in early 
November, almost the exact reverse is 
true: doves outnumbered hawks 55 per 
cent to 31 per cent, with 14 per cent un­ 
committed.” 


If true, this would be big news. And 
it makes for nice headlines supporting 
last month's Moratorium and last week's 
New 
Mobilization. 
But 
as 
everyone 
knows, any sampling is directly condi­ 
tioned 
by the questions 
asked. 
Did 
George Gallup really try to determine 
the national sentiment, hawk versus 
doves? The answer is a resounding No! 
The way Dr. Gallup framed the ques­ 
tion — and this is not the first time he 
has played that game — almost every­ 
one in the United States would have to 
be classiified as a dove, including Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
The question Dr. Gallup’s pollsters 


put to those queried guaranteed abso­ 
lutely that the so-called doves would 
come out ahead. 
“ People are called hawks if they want 
to step up our military efforts in Viet­ 
nam, ” the Gallup pollsters said to those 


they spoke to. “ They are called doves 


if they want to reduce our military effort 
in Vietnam. How would you call your­ 
self — as a hawk or a dove? 
This is, of course, pretty cute. Dr. 


Gallup invents a fictitious definition of 
a hawk and an equally fictitious defini­ 
tion of a dove. Most Americans, hawk or 


dove, would like to see a reduction of our 


military effort in Vietnam. 
The 
division 
between 
hawks 
and 


doves is on how. So Dr. Gallup has won 


before he starts. 


As I see it, the doves would like to 
see the United States pull out of Vietnam 
immediately, unilaterally, and with no 
consideration of 
America’s 
interests. 
They want an immediate surrender to 
the North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong, 
phrase it how you will. The hawks would 
like us to get out. but in a way that 
would protect the lives of millions of 
South Vietnamese and also safeguard 
American interests. 


Bv setting up his straw man and put- 
tion both the doves and the hawks in the 
same category, Dr. Gallup falsified the 
results even before his pollsters went out 
to ask his “ question.” The wonder is that 
31 per cent of those polled asked for a 
stepping-up of our military commitment 
in Vietnam. 
Had Dr. Gallup asked: “ Do you favor 
a carefully phased withdrawal of Ameri­ 
can forces as the South Vietnamese 
troops take over, or a precipitate with­ 
drawal leaving the field to the Commu­ 
nists?” he would have obtained an honest 
appraisal of the public’s sentiment. But 
this, of course, would leave the Mora­ 
torium and New Mobe crowds with their 
posteriors waving in the breeze, and Dr. 
Gallup’s standing with the academic 
Community would have sunk very low. 
This gets me to the basic point. With 
public opinion polls being used by both 
sides in every controversy, the validity 
of the question asked becomes of para­ 
mount importance. The “Have you stop­ 
ped beating your wife?” questions may 
make brownie points for this faction or 
that. But all they do is cast a deep shad­ 
ow on the entire polling process. 
Dr. Gallup and his principal competi­ 
tor raised eyebrows on the eve of the 
19 68 Presidential election when they toss­ 
ed out what the reading public consider­ 
ed objective though contradictory sur­ 
veys, and came up with almost identical 
figures — minus benefit of statistical 
underpinning. The Gallup Poll on Viet­ 
nam will do little to restore public con­ 
fidence in opinion taking. 
The First Amendment prevents any 
legislative interference in what the poll­ 
sters report. But the pollsters, in the 
games they play, might well ask them­ 
selves: What would a poll of public con­ 
fidence in what we announce show? I 
leave it to you to find the answer.

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Nixon Not in Control 
Of the Bureaucracy

ists in the White House. These 
men compiled a list of 3.000

loyal to Kennedy and to his 
wing of the Democratic party. 
Their replacements went deep 
into the departments, even to 
quite low levels when these 
posts were fingered as pres­ 
sure or control points. 
THESE MEN were profes­ 
sionals. They developed ways 
to get around Civil Service 
regulations aimed at riveting 
bureaucrats in office. 
The operation 
was 
carried 
out so swiftly that in the State 
Department a bitter fight de­ 
veloped over the employment 
of so many new top men with­ 
out adequate security clear­ 
ances handling the most-se­ 
cret and delicate affairs of 
government. 
LIKE 
KENNEDY, 
Nixon 
started with a list of some 
3.000 vulnerable 
posts. 
In a 
few agencies — as at the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration 
where little government policy 
is made — Nixon men have 
acted with zeal. 
But with this, the similarity 
between Kennedy and Nixon 
ends. 
TAKE THE State Depart­ 
ment. 
In a 
few 
months 
in 
1961 
Kennedy men had penetrated 
deeply. 
The 
top 
men, 
of 
course, were Kennedy’s. So 
were all but two of the men 
at 
asvristant 
secretary 
level, 
some deputy assistant secre­ 
taries and division chiefs. 
At this writing, only five 
Nixon men have been named 
to the top jobs at State. The 
other

posts 
have 
been filled with career Foreign 
Service officers, by and large 
men of considerable ability, 
but not Nixon men.

Easy-To-Use 
Hair Dryers 
Are Available 
NEW YORK (NEA) — The 
natural carefree look—no-care 
make-up, no-care fabrics, no­ 
care hair. At least, that’s what 
it looks like when you’re all 
done, but most women would 
hate to total the number of 
hours 
they 
spend 
grooming 
themselves to be “ care-free.” 
Progress, that wonderful thing 
that gave us the wheel, the 
electric light and instant pud 
ding, has developed the greatest 
thing for W'omen since the 19th 
Amendment. 
It’s the hand dryer and it just 
may 
revolutionize hair care, 
especially for long-locked belles 
who spend a couple of hours 
under a hair dryer or, worse 
yet, sleep on monster rollers to 
let their hair dry overnight. 
Hand dryers are lightweight 
heating units that fit into the 
palm of the hand. Some have 
comb and brush attachments; 
others are merely dryers.

rugged highlands where there is 
little margin for error. 
A major reason for Apollo l l ’s 
four-mile miss was the quick 
disconnection of the lander from 
the command ship. It was made 
by the lunar module’s jet thrust­ 
ers and was in the direction of 
flight, changing the orbital path 
slightly.

Dr. Sam D. Clements, direc­ 
tor of the Child Guidance Study 
Unit at the University of Arkan­ 
sas Medical Center, and project 
director of a three-phase re­ 
search study on children with 
learning disabilities, notes that 
there are at least 320 symptoms 
that a child with a learning dis­ 
ability can have. 
These disabilities can fall into 
some of the following catego­ 
ries: 
(1) A child is unable to con­ 
centrate on anything for a long 
period 
of time. 
As 
a 
result, 
background noises will claim 
equal attention with whatever 
he is studying. Sometimes, he 
will repeat an action over and 
over after the need for it has 
passed. 
(2) A child may suffer from 
poor 
coordination, 
making 
it 
difficult for him to engage in 
such activities as drawing or 
writing, or poor eye-hand coor­ 
dination.

to Kennedy and the former Rose 
Fitzgerald of Boston also died 
violently. Mrs. Kathleen Kenne­ 
dy Haartington perished with 
three others in a plane crash in 
France in May, 1948. 
Born in East Boston Sept. 6, 
1888, to moderately wealthy par­ 
ents, Kennedy attended Catholic 
schools as a youngster. 
It was said that when he was 
graduated from Harvard Col­ 
lege in 1912, he expressed the 
ambition to be a millionaire by 
the time he was 35. He made his 
first 
million 
well 
before 
he 
reached that age. 
With 
borrowed 
money, 
he 
gained 
control 
of 
Columbia 
Trust Co. and became its presi­ 
dent at age 25. 
He branched out, deriving his 
fortune not only from banking 
but also the stock market, real 
estate, the sale of liquor and in­ 
terests in motion pictures and 
movie houses. 
Kennedy met President-to-be 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1917 
and a 
lasting friendship re­ 
sulted. 
During the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration Kennedy served on both 
the Securities Exchange Com- 
misson and later the Maritime 
Commssion, and was U.S. am­ 
bassador to the Court of St. 
James from January, 1938, until 
ate 1940. 
Retiring to private life as a 
financier., Kennedy amassed a 
fortune estimated to be worth 
between $230 million and $400 
million.

Pressin g Tips 
Good pressin g helps to restore 
the origin al shape to an y gar­ 
men t after it has been won i. 
That trim , 
n eat 
look 
comes 
from well-pressed clothes. The 
followin g pressin g tips will be 
of help: 
—Press in the direction of the 
grain of the fabric. Len gthwise 
an d crosswise sets of threads 
are at right an gles to on e an oth­ 
er when the grain of the fabric 
is straight. For a garmen t to 
look an d fit right, the grain 
must be kept in this position . 
Proper pressin g will help to 
keep the grain straight. Be sure 
to place the garmen t on the 
iron in g board so that the grain - 
lin e is straight. 
—Press from the wide to the 
n arrow’ part of dress section s, 
as a gen eral rule. This mean s 
pressin g from the hem to the 
waistlin e of the skirt, from the 
armhole to the waistlin e of a 
blouse, an d from the armhole 
to the bottom of the sleeve. 
—Press straight seams flat, 
keepin g the seamlin es straight. 
—When pressin g hems, hold 
the iron at right an gle with 
the hemlin e. Pressin g aroun d 


the hem or with a circular mo­ 
tion may stretch the edge of 
the hem. 
—Hold a flat curve, 6uch as 
a n ecklin e, in its curved position 
while pressin g it. 
—Press on the wron g side of 
cloth, if possible. Otherwise use 
a 
pressin g 
cloth, 
especially 
when pressin g wool, syn thetics 
an d blen ds. 
—Don ’t overpress. Use a light 
touch. Some fabrics show seam 
an d hem imprin ts easily.
